Attorney General extends deadline 


The City of Romulus will 
apparently get a deadline extension 
from the Attorney General s Office 
to file a financial plan for the repay- 
ment of the Water-Sewer Debt Re- 
tirement. 

Regina King, assistant to the 
Attorney General, said yesterday 
that she would meet next week with 
representatives of the city in order 
to review the progress in clearing 
up a reported $1.9 million debt own- 
ed to the sewer fund. 

The Attorney General s Office 
had given the city until June 30 to 
submit a plan for restoring the 
money, however, Ms. King reiter- 
ated the Attorney General s Office 
position ‘ that we are not in the busi- 
ness of governing municipalities or 
townships but to insure that the 
laws governing them are followed.” 


“I see a good faith effort on the 
part of the city to resolve this prob- 
lem,” Ms. King continued, “and we 
are not concerned about a short de- 
lay, therefore, we have agreed to 
meet with city officials to discuss 
the plan further. ” 

Ms. King said that her office was 
contacted by Robert E. Hammell. 
an attorney with Miller. Canfield, 
Paddock & Stone to review the plan. 

Hammell, a municipal bond ex- 
pert, was called into the discussions 
at the 12th hour by the city’s admi- 
nistration to help resolve the prob- 
lem. The council met with him in a 
special meeting last Wednesday 
and agreed to employ his services. 

The special meeting turned out to 
be a lengthy dialogue between coun- 
cilman Jimmie Raspberry, who in- 
itiated the state audit on behalf of 
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The Man u Way

Wineman sues city 
over rezoning for 
mobile park home 


The courts will apparently have 
the final say on whether the Wine- 
man Investment Co will construct 
a Mobile Home Community in 
Romulus. 

Denied that right by City Council 
when council refused to rezone 
approximately 200 acres for what 
was to become the “Stream wood” 
mobile park, the Wineman Invest- 
ment Co. has filed a lawsuit in Cir- 
cuit Court to declare the council’s 
action as illegal 

Mayor William M. Oakle> in- 
formed city council of the pending 
lawsuit via a memorandum which 
noted, in part, that the lawsuit is 
based on zoning issues 

“It has been our policy in the past 
to hire attorneys with particular ex- 
pertise in the field of zoning to de- 
fend the city on such matters 


“Our retained legal counsel. 
Jenkins & Nystrom, indicates that 
they feel they can handle this case,” 
the mayor’s memorandum con- 
cluded 

Wineman presented a plan to 
council to develop about 200 acres of 
land in the north section of its prop- 
erty fronting along Ecorse Rod and 
Venoy for the planned mobile home. 
The plan, which made its way 
through the Planning Commission, 
was rejected by Council 

The land is presently vacant and 
is zoned single family residential It 
must be rezoned for a mobile park if 
the investment firm is permitted to 
continue with the project. 

In the complaint. Wineman 
named the City of Romulus as the 
defendant.

the people of Romulus, and Ham- 
mell. 

Raspberry had requested state 
Rep. Edward Mahalak (D- 
Romulus) to use his office to invite 
state auditors to look into the city’s 
use and the transfer of water-sewer 
debt retirement funds. 

In a report filed by Loren E. Mon- 
roe, of the Michigan Department of 
Treasury, after completing the 1983 
audit, it was concluded by the au- 
ditors that “the City of Romulus im- 
mediately transfer $2,117, 348.25 to 
the water debt service fund.” The 
auditors also recommended that 
the assets of the fund be invested 
and the proceeds be used to retire 
the outstanding water debt bonds. 

In that same report, the auditors 
pointed out that the city has on hand 
$1,213,327.21 in surplus bond monies 


and they went on to recommend 
that the City of Romulus dispose of 
the surplus sewer construction 
funds in accordance with the terms 
of the various contracts and the 
Attorney General’s opinion.” 

Raspberry attacked the adminis- 
tration for not carrying out the 
Attorney General’s recommenda- 
tions. He also said that the adminis- 
tration’s attempt to tag 1.78 mills 
for the sewer debt fund in the cur- 
rent budget was “a hoax on the peo- 
ple.’’ The council eventually eli- 
minated the 1.78 mills. 

“One of the stipulations from the 
Attorney General’s office in draw- 
ing up the repayment plan was that 
this city couldn’t raise water and 
sewer rates. The citizens had paid 
for that service two if not fivefold,” 


Raspberry said. “We would be 
charging them something they had 
already paid for.” 

Raspberry has asked that the city 
look into all funds kept in reserve on 
the county level for sewer and wa- 
ter line construction and repairs 
and to call them back, if necessary 
to meet the attorney general’s re- 
commendations. 

Hammell said that one of the 
reasons why he wished to meet with 
the Attorney General’s Office was 
to go over, in detail, expenditures 
made from the fund over the past 
two decades. 

“If this city has used some of the 
funds to extend the system or to im- 
prove the system then these are 
legitimate uses,” Hammell told 
council . ‘ These are some avenues I 
would like to explore with them.” 


Romulus man is arraigned in 
murder of New Boston woman

A 22-year-old man was arraigned 
Monday on a first degree murder 
charge in the death of Dixie Co$b, a 
41-year old New Boston womai? 

Gregory Heissler, of 14068 Huron 
River Drive, Romulus, was also 
charged with criminal sexual con- 
duct. 

Heissler was taken to Wayne 
County Jail where he is being held 
without bond. Heissler was 
arraigned by Judge Henry Zabor- 
owski of the 34th District Court in 
Romulus. A preliminary examina- 
tion in Heissler’s case will be held 
there July 6. 

“We’ve got a suspected murderer 
in custody,” said Sgt. John Maier of 
the Huron Police Department. 
“He’s been charged with the mur- 
der of Dixie Cobb.” 

Events began in the case around 4 
p.m. Monday afternoon, June 20, 
when boaters on the Huron River 
noticed the dead nude body of a 
woman in the water, about l /a mile 
from the Waltz Road Bridge. 

Police and firemen were sum- 
moned and her body w*as retrieved 
from the water. Her face had some 
bruises and none of the fire or police 
personnel could make identifica- 
tion. 

No leads were available to Sgt. 
Maier or to Det. Sgt. Jay Doren- 
becker of the State Police who was 
assigned to the investigation. 

However, late Friday evening, 
State Police in Flat Rock received 
an anonymous phone call from a 
person claiming knowledge of the 
identity of the victim and the person 
who killed her. 

At 6:25 p.m. Saturday, police 
arrested two suspects for question- 
ing, Heissler and a 28-year-old New 
Boston man who was later released. 

“Dixie Cobb was at the Chop's 
New Boston Inn Sunday night, June 
19,” said Sgt. Maier when asked to 
reconstruct the evening of the 
murder. 

“When the bar closed shortly be- 
fore 2a.m., she left,” he continued. 

* Three other people were in the bar 
also, along with the owner, of 
course. Walter Porchak. running 
the bar.” 

“Greg Heissler (was one). .. the 
other two we cannot give out their 
names. 

“Dixie left the bar and Greg Heis- 
sler along with these other two sub- 
jects also left, and the next thing we 
know Dixie went home and Greg 
Heissler entered the house 

•Once inside, it is believed he sex- 
ually assaulted her and beat her 
with some type of an instrument 

“There were two eye-witnesses to 
the incident 

Maier said the murder occurred 
sometime after 2am After she

was murdered she was thrown into 
the river,” said Maier. Dixie Cobb's 
home is located about 150 feet from 
the Waltz Road Bridge.

“Everybody’s upset about it be- 
cause everybody knew her.” 

That remark, by Donna Webb, 
waitress at Maryann s Restaurant 
in the village of New Boston, might 
sum up the reaction of this small 
community to the murder of Dixie 
Cobb 

Everybody knows everybody in 
fact and it makes the murder a little 
closer to home than if it would hap- 
pen in a big city. 

“I think it’s more than just a 
tragedy for her.” said Arthella 
Stoner, housewife. “She had some 
children It's bad for the whole 
town. Our kids went to school with 
her kids. It touches the whole town. 
Stuff like that just doesn't happen 
here ” 

The fact that the victim and the 
murder suspect both come from the 
same community has made the 
case all the more chilling 

Few people can ever recall a case 
like it Stan Lehman. 69 who oper- 
ates a barber shop in the village 
said he would have to go back to his 
childhood for an incident like this 
I’ve been here all my life and I 
can t remember anything like it 
1 knew her (Dixie Cobb' quite 
well, not t>ersonally. she would go 


revealed by police. This informa- 
tion may be divulged at the crimin- 
al examination July 6. 

Heissler, a mechanic, lived in two 
apartments in the village of lew 
Boston with his young wife and 
baby child until moving to the 
Romulus address. 

He claimed to be from Alabama. 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Dept, has 
no record of criminal activity on 
Heissler, nor do the Huron or Romu- 
lus police show any record. 

The victim was born Dixie LaRoe 
in Ann Arbor on June 1, 1942. 

She graduated from Ann Arbor 
Pioneer High School in 1960 and was 
married a few days later to Garland 
Cobb, a bricklayer. 

The couple took up residence in 
Belleville for 13 years and resided 
in New Boston for the past 10 years. 
Ms. Cobb was a homemaker and a 
mother of three children : a daugh- 
ter, Terry, 21: a son, Ronald, 19; 
and another daughter, Sandra. 15. 

The couple had been living separ- 
ately for the past five months fol- 
lowing a divorce Feb. 4. Cobb lives 
with the three children in the New 
Boston area.

24. of Gibraltar, 
and Michael Sindoni, 24, of 
Woodhaven 

But Golebioski was slain by tw’o 
unknown men from other towns 
who had entered his home on a 
breaking-arid-entering motive 

But the murder of Dixie Cobb was 
different It seemed cold-blooded 
and chilling 

“I lived in this Township when 
you didn t have to lock your doors,” 
said Harold Bader.

‘Reinforcement’ is key word 
in Huron math programs 


Reinforcement. 

That is the word that seems to 
sum up a salient trait of the math 
program adopted by the Huron 
School District. 

“It provides a lot more drill, a lot 
more practice, and a lot more prob- 
lem solving than other texts we 
have used, * said Tina Factor, sixth 
grade teacher at Renton Junior 
High. 

Factor was a key figure on the 
committee which studied the possi- 
bilities of programs. 


The program from Health Pub- 
lishing Company, will be used for 
the instruction of math in grades 
K-8. 

She noted that a pre-test and a 
post-test will be given at the end of 
each unit lesson as a part of the 
program. This will be done on a 
monthly basis. 

This technique will help deter- 
mine what level each student is 
working on, Factor said, and to find 
out what the student is lacing. 


Rawsonville picks 
l history essay winner 

Doing some research for fifth grader Bradley 
Byrd paid off this semester as he was declared 
the winner in the annual Rawsonville Essay 
Contest. 

This year’s contest theme centered on the 
school and its surrounding history. The contest 
was open to fifth and sixth graders.

"It also provides enrichment for 
those students who are gifted. It 
goes a step beyond the old math 
books." 

Factor also noted that the 
teachers will be sending “letters” 
home periodically with the stu- 
dents, inviting the parents to get in- 
volved in math exercises, like 
measuring a room or playing a 
math game with the children. 

The program was also adopted by 
Gibraltar School District recently. 

Se rving on the advisory commit- 
tee ivith Factor to select the mate- 
rial were Shirley Bright and Rose 
Matuszak, also elementary school 
math teachers; and Mary Garbar- 
ino. Huron High math teacher; and 
Bill Balwinsky , Renton Junior High 
principal.

Huron OK’s school budget

A $6,076,811 budget was approved 
6-0 by the Huron School Board last 
week 

An operating millage of 29.47 
mills, and 7.46 mills for debt retire- 
ment were approved to finance the 
budget, for a total millage of 36.93 
mills for 1983-84 school year. 

It was announced at the meeting 
that a threatened loss of revenue, 
about $100,000. was avoided when 
the Trenton Public Schools recently 
elected to allow Huron Schools to 
continue to run their senior citizens 
adult education program. 

The Downriver school system 
notified Huron school officials Fri- 
day. June 17, of their decision. 

Both Huron and Southgate 
schools were competing for the re- 
sponsibility, which would mean 
added income from state revenue. 

Huron belongs to a consortium, 
and administers adult education 
programs for other school districts. 
Since Huron is a low-income dis- 
trict, for every four adult ed stu- 
dents it puts on its school rolls in 
other districts, it gets from the 
State the equivalent state aid of one 
student, or $1,919. 

There are about 50 Full-Time- 
Equivalent (FTE) students in the 
Trenton senior citizens adult ed. 
This means Huron School District 
will get $95,950 in state revenue. 

In other business, the Board 
opened five bids regarding the 
purchase of school buses. Each bid 
opened was consecutively lower 
than the previous bid. The Board 
will act on the bids at a future 
meeting. 

The texts for the mathematics 
program, published by the Health 
Publishing Co. were recommended 
to the Board and approved unani- 
mously. 

The texts will be used in grades 
K-8 and will cost $11,725. 

The books will be paid for from 
the revenue of the school a la carte 
lunch program. Each child will be 
provided with his or her own tex- 
tbook. 

The same math text was adopted 
by the Gibraltar School System. 

Three individuals received the 
Distinguished Service Award from 
the School District at the meeting: 

— Julie Cook, Hcjme Economics 
teacher for 12 l /2 years, resigning; 

— Frances Balowsky, custodian 
for 25 years, retiring.; 

— Bill Manny, school board trus- 
tee for five years, and varsity base- 
ball coach, resigning. 

A certificate of recognition to the 
Fourth Grade Students of Miller 
Elementary school for outstanding 
performance in reading and 
mathematics has been awarded, it 
was announced at the meeting. 


The award was given by the De- 
partment of Education, State of 
Michigan for the student perform- 
ance on the Michigan Education 
Assessment Program Test, given 
last October. 

Principal William Miller of Miller 
Elementary said it is the second 
consecutive year that the students 
have been given the award for per- 
formance on that test. 

The certificate is awarded to 
those buildings where at least 75% 
of the students attained 75% of the 
minimal objectives tested. 

In fact, the students scored high- 
er than last year, Miller noted, 
achieving an 83% in reading. 

At the end of the meeting, Shirley 
Burgess, elected to the school board 
June 13 in her first run for public 
office, was sworn in by Trustee and 
Secretary of the Board Kathy Dre- 
ganskv. 

Burgess, also Supervisor of 
Transportation in the Gibraltar 
School District, replaces Bill Man- 


ny who retired his position after 
serving five years on the Board. 

Manny was asked about his- 
school board experience: 

“I guess there always are going to — 
be ups and downs on a school 
board,” he said. “I guess my*; 
greatest disappointment is thefund- * 
ing for schools — the State really 
controls the funding. 

“The highlight on the Board was 
almost the first meeting or so,” he 
continued, “when we adopted the 
closed campus. I think it helped 
clean up our school system, it 
brought discipiline back into the , 
school and I think we have some 
fine people in this district. 

“I think Mrs. Burgess, who I have - 
known for many years, is a fine 
lady. She was a terrific driver. 
She ll make a fine board member. “ 

Also sworn in at the meeting was 
Jim W Pershing, the President of 
the Board , who is starting his fourth 
consecutive term

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Council approves resolution 


Romulus link in Super Sewer 


Romulus will be a link in the prop- 
osed $294 million super sewer pro- 
ject. 

After hearing a recommendation 
from Dave Paul, Department of 
Public Works director, and John 
Breen, Wayne County Department 
of Public Works, council agreed to 
put aside approximately $170,000 
for its projected share of the pro- 
ject. 

Voting against the project was 
councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
while his colleague, John Lewko- 
wicz, abstained. Voting “yes” were 
Mayor Pro Tern. Mary Ann Banks, 
councilmen Barry Baumann, Pete 
Bergeron and Fred Junior Block. 

Paul had informed council that 
the “super sewer” would eliminate 
the Hannan Rd. Pump Station, 
thereby, solving one of the city’s 


major problems. The station pumps 
raw sewage underground through a 
conduit and if flooding occurs, sew- 
age could back up and surface. 

Breen needed assurance that the 
city would bound itself to the terms 
of the Huron Valley Wastewater 
Control System financing. He was 
in the council chambers during last 
Wednesday’s special meeting to 
ask council to adopt a resolution 
that would bind the city to the 
agreement. 

That resolution, in part, reads: 
“ . . . local units of 
government... have joi ned 
together to plan and design and con- 
struct certain sewerage facilities 
commonly known as the Huron Val- 
ley Waste-water Control 
system . . . and it is vitally necessary 
for the health safety and welfare of 


the residents to be served by the 
system. 

“And, in order that the construc- 
tion of the facilities be accom- 
plished, Wayne County will need to 
obtain necessary Federal and State 
grant monies. . .and as a precondi- 
tion of obtaining grant funding, it is 
necessary that parties enter into an 
agreement necessary for the fund- 
ing, building and operation of the 
proposed system in accordance 
with the applicable federal 
regulation... 

“Therefore be it the city of Romu- 
lus agrees to be bound by the terms 
of the Huron Valley “Wastewater 
Congrol System Financing, con- 
struction and operating contract.” 

Raspberry said he voted against 
entering into the agreement for 
several reasons. 


“The other communities are get- 
ting into the project because they 
have some severe problems with 
their present system,” Raspberry 
said, “and they have no other way 
out. We are not in that position. 

"And I can’t justify this cost. 
Council also has made no provision 
where they will get this money 
from. I feel that when a city is going 
to spend money, it ought to know 
where that money is coming from 
and offer to tell the people that in- 
formation,” Raspberry added. 

Lewkowicz said that he abstained 
“because I feel that we should not 
make this commitment at this time. 
We are, after all, faced with a dead- 
line to pay back the sewer debt re- 
tirement fund and I don’t want to 
see us get tangled into other sewers 
before we clean up the mess we’re 
in.” 


2 holdouts are jeopardizing the project 


The future of the $294 million su- 
per sewer project and its 5,000 jobs 
hinges on the ability of Wayne Coun- 
ty’s acting DPW director, Duane 
Egeland, to convince two hold-out 
communities — Flat Rock and Wix- 
om — to join twelve others in sign- 
ing participation contracts before 
the Friday midnight deadline. 

Wayne County Commissioners, 
Thursday, agreed by a one- vote 
margin, to co-sign each of the con- 
tracts which would, in effect, 
guarantee completion of the project 
if any one of the communities de- 
fault in paying their share of the 
costs. 

The contracts, and co-signature 
of the county, were requirements 
, the Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR) established before 
they would agree to certify the 
three-phase project.

Huron debates 
application of 

federal grant

More federal money may be 
made available for the Huron till — 
how to spend it sparked a debate at 
the regular Township Board, meet- 
ing last week. 

The federal government 
announced recently it is providing 
80% matching funds for the specific 
purpose of creating jobs on com- 
munity projects such as renovation 
of public buildings and any public 
improvements. 

Most grants from the federal gov- 
ernment are not intended for im- 
provement of public buildings. 
According to Township Clerk Mary 
Lou Carey this is only the second 
time since 1971 that a grant like this 
has materialized. 

Considerable discussion last 
Wednesday revolved around one 
option proposed, to buy the Glenn 
Building and Bowling Alley as a 
new site for Township Hall and 
garage. 

Sentiment was generally against 
this, some claiming it would cost 
more to renovate the building then 
the proponents claimed. 

As a matter of priority, most of 
the Board and Supervisor A.J. 
Haener were in favor of replace- 
ment of the waterline, some 6,013 
feet which would require $290,062 to 
replace. 

As a compromise, the Board 
finally decided to file two applica- 
tions : one for the total waterline re- 
placement in New Boston which 
would cost $290,062, and the second 
for the renovation of the current 
Township Hall which would require 
$ 100 , 000 . 

It was agreed that the waterline 
application would be stipulated as 
the priority item. 

If both applications for the job 
project grant were approved by the 
Economic Development Adminis- 
tration (EDA), the 20% in funds 
from the Township would come 
from a current Block Grant Fund of 
$86,000 now in the works for water- 
line work on Ellis Street. 

In other business, a motion by 
Trustee Bill Greierman to give Su- 
pervisor Haener authorization to 
get the specifications for a DPW 
building to be built on the current 
firehall and dog pound site on Sterl- 
ing Street in New Boston was 
approved. 

In other matters, Township Attor- 
ney Dick James submitted the ordi- 
nance on regulation of the New Bos- 
ton flea market and the Board indi- 
cated approval. It will be put on the 
agenda of the next meeting. 

Township Engineer Jerry Jarrett 
reported to the Board that all of the 
permits have been received regard- 
ing the replacement of the Ellis 
Street watermain. 

Supervisor Haener, in his report, 
recommended that Huron 
Township join in a mutual lawsuit 
with other Townships against 
Wayne County concerning the shar- 
ing of cost of the dust-proofing or 
chloriding of roads. 

The Board agreed and passed a 
resolution in support. 

Haener commented that in the 
event the lawsuit fails, it will be 
necessary to suggest to the citizens 
a special assessment to take care of 
dust-proofing. 

The target of the lawsuit is a 50% 
assessment that townships have to 
pay for the treatment. 

A proposal to participate in a 
Wayne County Alcohol Enforce- 
ment exercise, involving the use of 
local officers on an overtime basis, 
was rejected. 

The project concerns a $300,000 
grant to Wayne County to perform 
surveillance of alcoholic driving on 
certain roads. The task force would 
be headquartered in Belleville. 

Opponents cited the cost of wear- 
and-tear on local officers and their 
cars which would be involved in the 
enforcement work outside of Huron 
community. 

The vote was 5-1 . Treasurer Chris 
Gamber opposing the rejection 

Clerk Mary Lou Carey asked the 
Board to consider the purchase of a 
$30, 000-plus computer to handle wa- 
ter payments billings 

The Clerk said the payments 
could be made over a period of five 
years. She advised the Board that 
the current computer hardware is 
outmoded and worn. 

Participation from the audience 
near the end of the meeting was con- 
siderable. lasting almost an hour 

Peter Glaab. a New Boston 
businessman, spoke for almost 20 
minutes, sometimes eloquently, re- 
garding the approach of the 
Township government toward the 
community of New Boston 

In a sense, it was a continuation of 
the debate which had preceded dur- 
ing the regular meeting 

Glaab scored the Board for not 
taking a leadership role in revitaliz- 
ing the urban section of New Boston 
and cited as an example the reluct- 


ance of the Board to purchase the 
Glenn Building 

Glaab’s speech, containing some 
exhortations not without sting, 
brought some reply from the Board , 
namely from Turstee Gary Bates, 
himself a businessman and also 
president of the Huron Chamber of 
Commerce. He is opposed to the 
Glenn purchase because he be- 
lieves it too costly for remodeling, 
claiming that Glaab’s estimates 
were far too conservative. 

Their division on the matter put 
two philosophies stemming from 
the same background in sharp con- 
trast. 

But the greatest sparks were to 
come from another resident. Bill 
Carter, who moved to Huron 
Township within the past six 
months with his wife Emily and 
three children. 

Carter castigated the Supervisor 
and the Board for almost a half hour 
over an incident which occurred 
that afternoon. 

Carter said that a dog had entered 
his backyard, located on Waltz 
Road, foaming at the mouth, 
apparently mad. 

He called for assistance and a 
police officer came and killed the 
animal with a shot to the head. 

Carter then inquired what would 
be done with the carcass and the 
officer advised him to bury it. 

Instead, Carter made a series of 
calls to the Township Hall to get 
someone to take the dead animal 
away. 

Around 4:30 p.m.. Carter said he 
got through to Supervisor Haener 
and he replied that he could not send 
out an animal control officer be- 
cause he could not afford to pay the 
overtime. 

The full-time animal control 
officer position was eliminated in 
April as a cost-effective move. Its 
duties are now handled on a part- 
time basis by an employee of the 
Water Department. 

The Supervisor advised Carter to 
move the carcass out to the road so 
it would be picked up in the 
morning. 

This apparently sparked the out- 
burst by Carter at the Township 
meeting. 

It was after about 20 minutes of 
Carter’s verbal broadside of the Su- 
pervisor and the Board that Trustee 
John Pushkar suggested that 
perhaps the animal should be re- 
moved that evening. 

Treasurer Gamber confirmed 
that approach and the Board voted 
it to be done, and to pick up a dead 
goat as well which Carter had been 
complaining about in phone calls 
the past few weeks. The dead goat 
was in a wooded area of some ad- 
joining land. 

This resolution quieted Carter 
who then commented that he didn’t 
mean to use such strong language 
and he was glad his wife had 
cautioned him to be calm before the 
meeting. 

This provoked a roar from the 
Board and the audience.. 

The Board then adjourned to ex- 
ecutive session.

Wineman is asking the court to 
declare the city’s zoning ordinance, 
as amended . and as it now applies to 
the land is ‘ unreasonable, confisca- 
tory. illegal, void, unconstitutional 
and of no force and effect.” 

The complaint also states that it 
is asking the court “to enjoin the 
defendant (the city), its officers, 
i agents and employees from enforc- 
ing the City’s Zoning Ordinance, as 
amended, insofar as it restricts the 
use of Plaintiff s land to single fami- 
ly fesidential purposes.” 

Wineman also is asking the court 
“to declare that the plaintiff is enti- 
tled to use land as provided in the 
RMH (residential mobile home) 
Zoning District and enjoin any 
attempt to legislate or interfere 
with such use of the land by the de- 
fendant, its agent, officers or em- 
ployees.” 

No date has been set to hear the 
suit.

Canton 

hikes 

water 

rates 


Two hefty increases in water 
rates are anticipated in Canton 
Township, one beginning as early 
as this summer. 

According to Township Finance 
Director Mike Gorman, the 
township can no longer continue to 
fund a portion of the cost of water 
and sewer treatment for township 
residents. He explained that since 
1979, the City of Detroit, which sup- 
plies water and sewer capacity to 
Canton, has increased rates in in- 
crements totaling 57 cents per ev- 
ery thousand gallons. According to 
Gorman, only 2 cents of those in- 
creases has been placed on resi- 
dents’ bills, with the township 
paying the 55 cents of accumulated 
cost increase on every thousand 
gallons of water used. 

This procedure has cost the 
township to date, Gorman esti- 
mated, nearly $1.6 million which 
has been taken from a reserve wa- 
ter fund earmarked for future wa- 
ter and sewer lines in the township 
and for replacement and repair of 
any main breaks.

I learned the 7 : 58 out of Glenview scoops up its mass of humanity in 
mere minutes and a prospective passenger wasted no time with 
prolonged hugs for a daughter and grandson. I soon realized I should 
have sought out the non-smoking car since polluted eyes. ears, noses, 
throats, hair, clothing seemed a prerequisite for card playing and 
early edition persuing in the section I’d chosen 

My penchant for being on time resulted in my being in line (ahead 
of time) with dozens of other eastern-bound travelers waiting for the 
9:05 out of Union Depot. No sooner had we formed at gate 22 when we 
were informed we’d be departing late, on track 18. on a “different 
train.” “D.T.” then took an aggravating 45 minutes to materialize — 
with no explanations whatsoever from staffers. 

I’ve since questioned the conductor about the delay and several 
other items learning that ( i) an air conditioning malfunction was the 
problem (2) that stocking tne club car took even more time (3) that 



speed limits for trains caused our almost pedestrain progress 
through small towns (4) that our backed-in arrival in Kalamazoo was 
due to our being on an alternate route (5) and, lastly, that “A.R.” 
meant crews were repairing the roadbeds along the usual trail. 

In all. it’s added up to 60 additional minutes of numbness (a sitting 
malady from which I suffer) and equal waiting time for Daughter 
“M” who’s meeting my train. 

Were it not for being behind by several days (at home) , having an 
early deadline (at work) and needing to pack for a trip (up North) . I d 
not mind this delay . I enjoy train travel — it’s clean , cool . interesting , 
could be relaxing, and, above all, there’s leg room plus privacy (no 
seatmate , most appreciated since I’ ve this 1 ‘potpourri ’ ’ to compose ) 

I’m finding it awfully hard to concentrate on writing however since 
I d much rather just daydream or crack that paperback at my side. 
It’s refreshing, too, to see the countryside in all its summer splendor , 
unlike my previous Amtrak venture in early February when my 
route was punctuated with unsightly litter, murky ditches and a 
dingy, rain-blurred view. 

My seat with northern exposure provides me with one picturesque 
scene after another — neat farms with their vast acreage contrasting 
with minuscule gardens on wee city lots and pretty patchwork plots 
in the suburbs ; black and white dairy herds dotting hillsides with old 
weathered barns for backdrops; bales of hay rolled to resemble 
giant-sized portions of crunchy shredded wheat. 

Tree-lined brooks and the Norman Rockwell charm of an old swim- 
ming hole vie in quaintness while proud old Victorian and Italiante 
houses contrast with sad, once-elegant mansions now in states of 
disrepair or abandonment. 

Riots of peonies, overwhelming in their abundance, provide “col- 
or’ ’ for my journey as does Nature with her aisleways of roses and 
other flow-ering bushes gone wild. Members of her weed family add 
their purples , pinks . whites , yellows and oranges to the kaleidoscope 

Ponds with their rafts of floating lily pads ; little kids taking time 
from their play to wave happily at the train; mothers and their little 
ones picnicking in community parks, fishermen lining the banks of

adjacent streams all add up to a lazy summer day. 

Elkhart, Indiana (new because of the re-routing) showed off its 
Central kigh School campus, knowing we’d be hard put to find any- 
thing along the line to compare with its endless tennis courts, profes- 
sional football stadium, well-groomed grounds and modern 
architecture. 

Battle Creek (Kellogg’s own) also offered a new look with its re- 
cently-opened large, clean railroad station — an aesthetic contrast to 
its once-splendid counterpart, now a mere shabby shadow of its 
former self. 

People-watching is at a minimum this time since the tall-backed 
seats block out faces but most folks appear to be destined for Michi- 
gan’s vacation-time attractions. Tennis rackets, backpacks and golf 
clubs seem to accessorize an abundance of shorts- jeans-mini outfits. 
A trio of little girls, who boarded just ahead of me, are targeted for 
“grandma’s” since I overheard their dad instructing them to “kiss 
gramma for me.” 

The train staff is friendly and helpful, the carton of milk and cup of 
coffee I just polished off with my brown bag lunch was icey cold and 
blisteringly hot, respectively, and despite the hectic schedule that 
awaits me, I’m able to sit back and through what my eye is beholding, 
actually “take time to smell the flowers”.

Q. & A. — 


Q. It’s infuriating! 
Something is nibbling 
on my tomatoes from 
the bottom. I go to pick 
up a nice ripe, red 
tomato and find the 
bottom’s gone and the 
insides are all mushy. 
More often than not, 
the fruit’s full of those 
little yellow-spotted 
black bettles. Are they 
the culprits? 

A. The beetles are 
sap bettles, also 
known as picnic bee- 
tles for their habit of 
inviting themselves to 
cookouts, picnics and 
„ other outdoor eating 
events. They’re secon- 
dary pests — they 
move in after some- 
thing else has already 
damaged the fruits. If 
the initial damage 
consists of a small hole 
in the bottom of the 
tomato and the insid- 
ers are eaten out, sus- 
pect slugs in the gar- 
den. If the whole bot- 
tom of the tomato is 
eaten off. mice are 
probably to blame. If 
most of the tomato is 
eaten away, not neces- 
sarily from the bot- 
tom, a groundhog may 
be the villain or, in 
urban areas, a rat. A 
hole on the top of the 
tomato, near the cap. 
and feeding damage 
inside are signs that 
the European corn 


borer has been at work 
in your garden. Gnaw- 
ing on the shoulders of 
the fruit may be the 
work of the tomato 
hornworm. Though 
these huge green 
caterpillars generally 
feed on the tomato 
foliage, they’re not 
averse to munching on 
an occasional green 
tomato. 

Q. My neighbor 
says he’s going to cut 
his petunias to the 
ground in mid-July. 
Sounds like a pretty 
drastic way to shape 
them up. 

A. Yes, but it’s a 
good way to rejuven- 
ate them. Cut off 
straggly growth, leav- 
ing plants just 3 to 4 in- 
ches tall with some 
foliage.Clean up dead 
or dying foliage, re- 
move weeds and fertil- 
ize with a pinch of 5-10- 
5 per plant. The result 
should be a surge of 
new growth, lots of 
branches and. in two 
to four weeks, loads of 
flowers that will last 
until frost kills the 
plants. If you take a 
midsummer vacation, 
shear your petunias 
just before you leave. 
You won't have to look 
at the stubs, and you 
may have flowers 
waiting for you when 
you return.

Romulus should pick 
a water commission 

If there is anything that the Romulus City Council and the City 
Administration agree upon in the on-going controversy over the 
water-sewer debt retirement fund it is that it is a "mess’ 

Over a period of 20 some years the water-sewer monies have 
been utilized to bail out funds and services in trouble, and 
although several administrations have come and gone, none was 
ordered to stop the practice until recently. 

A Department of Treasury, state audit, determined that 
approximately $2.1 million (the figure differs depending on who 
you talk to) is owed the water debt service retirement fund, and 
that the city should take immediate steps to repay that fund. 

Obviously, Romulus doesn't have that kind of money available 
to transfer, so city officials are scrounging around to find a plan 
of action to resolve the problem. 

They had a deadline set by the Attorney General's Office to 
present the plan, but the deadline has been extended from June 
30 to an unspecified date because, as Regina King, an assistant 
to the Attorney General puts it, "The Attorney General is not in 
the business of governing municipalities or townships : we just 
want to make sure they abide by the laws. 

As we see it, even if the city hurdles this crucial financial 
obstacle, it hasn’t addressed itself to the main problem : How to 
prevent such incidents to occur in the future. 

Under the township, there was a Water & Sewer Commission 
which was the watchdog of the fund. The appointed commission 
dissipated in 1970 when Romulus became a city. 

Most will agree that the Commission did its work well. We 
would think that it is time for Council to reconvene the Commis- 
sion even if it would take a charter amendment to do so. 

Let’s follow through 
on animal control

On April 13 the Huron Township Board voted to eliminate the 
position of animal control officer. The reason given was insuffi- 
cient work to justify a full-time employee. 

A second implied reason of course was that elimination of the 
post would save money. The position paid roughly $15,000 and by 
employing a part-time worker from the Water Department the 
small job would be done. 

Supervisor A.J. Haener reassured the Board that should an 
emergency arise , the part-time employee would take care of the 
matter. Fair enough. 

The emergency arose last Wednesday. A mad dog was in a 
resident’s backyard. 

Instead of a part-time animal control officer, a full-time police 
officer was sent who dispatched the dog with a shot to the head . It 
not being the policeman’s responsibility to dispose of the car- 
cass, he advised the resident to bury it. 

The resident balked. Instead he called the Supervisor who told 
him he couldn’t afford to pay someone overtime to get rid of the 
animal. He adivsed the resident to drag the carcass to the road 
for pickup in the morning. 

Instead, the resident came to the Township meeting that night 
and raised the roof. He demanded service for the taxes he pays 
the Township — $1400 yearly. 

Wisely, Trustee John Pushkar suggested that the Board move 
•to provide the service. 

Treasurer Christin Gamber , who was the opposing vote in the 
5-1 decision to eliminate the full-time animal control officer on 
April 13, made the motion to have the part-time animal control 
officer remove the carcass that evening The Board also moved 
that a dead goat be removed from an adjoining property which 
the resident had also been complaining about for the past few 
■weeks. 

We commend the Board’s action. And we suggest to the Super- 
visor that he live up to the spirit of his words of April 13, overtime 
,or not.

Here’s how one banker 
saved state some money 


(EDITOR S NOTE — The following article 
was mailed to the ANP news desk by State Sena- 
tor William Faust. It is an interesting bit of 
news, therefore, we are relaying it on to our 
readers.) 

Enclosed is an article which was written out- 
lining a rather unique occurrence in the legisla- 
tive process — that being a clear cut example of 
a citizen making a suggestion, and the sugges- 
tion becoming law. Doc Melinger at Wayne 
Bank had a suggestion which will reduce the 
regulatory burden on the state’s banks as well as 
saving the state some money. The bill made so 
much sense that it quickly passed the Senate and 
the House and is scheduled to be signed by the 
Governor on June 21st.

A common perception — true or not — is that 
an individual, all alone, doesn’t stand much of a 
chance going ‘one-on-one’ with the 
bureaucracy. 

“Doc” Mellinger may not be the only living 
example that victory is possible, but he is excel- 
lent proof of how one person, convinced that 
something needed correcting, went to the right 
people, followed through, and, this week, saw a 
law pass the Michigan Legislature that will save 
the state, he figures, between $20,000-25,000 a 
year. 

“Not much,” says Mellinger, “but every little 
bit helps.” 

Duane “Doc” Mellinger (“There are two 
stores about that nickname, but I can only tell 
you one . . . ”) is a banker. Has been for 30 years. 
He is presently Vice-President of Wayne Bank in 
Wayne, Michigan but started out in Santa Bar- 
bara, California with dreams of one day return- 
ing to Manilla, where he was stationed during 
World War II. He never made it back there 
(“You know how those things happen. .) and 
eventually returned to Michigan where he was 
born and raised. 

Being a banker, Mellinger has little tolerance 
for wasteful money management so the exist- 
ence of an outdated law, costing the state har- 
dearned dollars, was all he needed to gear up for 
action. 

Mellinger explained that Michigan required 
its chartered banks to file reports twice a year 
regarding their condition — or the state ot their 
fiscal health “No one objects to that,” he says. 

The state has a responsibility to make sure that 


banks doing business here are trustworthy and 
sound.” 

What he did object to, though, was that the 
semi-annual “condition reports” currently re- 
quired by law were substantially like reports 
required by the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration (FDIC) . The information from the 
FDIC is available through computer terminals 
which have been in operation for several years 
in the Financial Institutions Bureau, the regula- 
tory agency for Michigan banks. 

“I couldn’t see why the state would have to go 
to the trouble of printing up forms, mailing them 
to all the banks, and compiling the information, 
when all they really had to do was tap into avail- 
able computers. It was costly. It was time con- 
suming. It was wasteful ! ” 

So “Doc” Mellinger went to the Financial In- 
stitutions Bureau to see if the regulation could 
be changed. They said they had been trying to 
get the rule amended for years but, with one 
thing and another, it kept getting put on the back 
burner. 

Undeterred, Mellinger decided to get it off the 
back burner and put in a call to his old friend, 
Bill Faust, who happens to be the Democratic 
Majority Leader of the Michigan Senate. 

“Obviously, my friendship with Bill helped to 
get the ball rolling,” admits Mellinger, “But I 
am convinced that I could have been anybody 
contacting his office and gotten the same re- 
sponse.” 

Displaying the thoroughness of someone used 
to getting things done, Mellinger then talked 
with Republican State Senator Robert Geake, in 
whose district he lives, and asked for his support 
as well. 

“Both Senators — and their staffs — were ex- 
tremely cooperative. They took time to research 
the situation, arranged to have legislation 
drafted, and kept in touch with me about the 
progress of the bill through the various commit- 
tees.” 

Mellinger’s suggestion met with little opposi- 
tion in either the House or Senate and received 
bi-partisan support. Its aim — to eliminate red 
tape and unnecessary costs — dovetailed nicely 
with Legislative attempts to make Michigan 
more attractive to businesses; the reduction ot 
postage, supplies, paper-handling and storage 
costs for the Financial Institutions Bureau satis- 
fied a need to ease the burden on already over- 
worked agencies; and. last but by no means 
least, Mellinger's suggestion saved money. 

* ‘ I think it turned out well for everyone , says 
Mellinger. “We all won.”

A philosopher once said that there are 
no such things as translations. 

And, rewriting the following letter may 
somehow distort or lose some meaning, 
therefore, I’ll let Senate Majority Leader 
William Faust take over from here; 

It’s ironic, but a portion of the “Head- 
lee amendment” — designed to limit 
state spending and make such spending 
more efficient — is having exactly the 
opposite effect. 

The Headlee amendment was prom- 
oted by Richard Headlee, the recently de- 
feated Republican gubernatorial candi- 
date, and was approved by Michigan vo- 
ters in 1978. Part of the Headlee language 
is now Section 30, Article IX of the Michi- 
gan Constitution. Section 30 states that 
“the proportion of total state spending 
paid to all units of Local Government, 
taken as a group, shall not be reduced 
below that proportion in effect in fiscal 
year 1978-79.” The proportion, later de- 
fined by statute, is 41 .61 percent total and 
58.39 percent state. 

Section 30’s intent was to ensure that 
the state doesn’t fund new state prog- 
rams at the expense of aid to local gov- 
ernments. In practice, though, Section 30 
has had several unintended and undesir- 
able effects. The section has restricted 
the ability of the governor and legislature 
to view the state budget in its entirety. 
Section 30 also forces decisions which 
tend to divert dollars from areas of 
greatest need to those of lesser need, 
makes state-side programs vulnerable to 
disproportionate funding reductions, and 
causes an overall inadequate allocation 
of resources. Here’s why : 

• Followed to its logical conclusion. 
Section 30 actually increases state spend- 
ing beyond what is necessary or even 
reasonable. For example, during a reces- 
sion there is an increase in the number of 
welfare caseloads, creating a need for 
additional social services funding. But 
for every dollar added to the social ser- 
vices budget, Section 30 mandates that 71 
cents must be added to the local portion to 
maintain the state/local ratio. 

• When budget cuts are necessary, Sec- 
tion 30 forces the governor and legisla- 
ture to reduce spending primarily in 
areas where cyclical demand is at its 
peak. Many people believe that when 
there is a Section 30 imbalance, the state 
must simple provide additional dollars to 
local units. But in times of recession, this 
is not the case. During a recession there 
are no extra funds to allocate — instead, 
cuts are made. And because of Section 30, 
those cuts fall disproportionately on the 
state-side of the budget. The unequal re- 
ductions in state aid incurred by Michi- 
gan colleges and universities are to a 
large extent the result of this feature of 
Section 30. 

• Section 30 penalizes the state for 
budget actions that are designed to help 
local units of government. For example, 
Executive Order 1982-13 cut $78.3 million 
in state aid to local school districts. 
However, to avoid having local school 
districts suffer such a loss, the legisla- 
ture adopted a revised payment schedule 
which ensures that the schools will not 
incur a loss in their fiscal year (which 
runs from July 1 to June 30) while the 
state is able to delay having to pay that 
amount in its fiscal year (which runs 
from October 1 to September 30) . But by 
doing this, the state created a Section 30 
imbalance — despite the fact that the 
state’s actions in reality avoided local 
unit reductions. 

• Section 30 distorts true budget 
trends. Projections indicate that future 
spending needs will be concentrated in 
such areas as higher education, correc- 
tions, mental health and social services 
— all primarily state-side spending 
areas. Simultaneously, declining school 
enrollments will result in less demand for 
K-12 eduction funds — a local spending 
area . The result is future Section 30 imba- 
lances which may force the state to direct 
dollars away from priority areas to areas 
of lesser demand. 

• Finally, Section 30 creates a problem 
with the Budget Stabilization Fund. The 
fund’s purpose is to save money during 
good economic times for use during poor 
economic times. However, payment into 
the fund is counted totally as state-side 
spending, which creates a Section 30 im- 
blance. To correct the imbalance, funds 
for local spending must be increased (if 
such funds are available) or state-side 
spending must be cut and added to the 
local side. The first option forces addi- 
tional and probably unnecessary state 
spending to correct a papier imbalance , 
the second option limits the legislature s 
discretion in dealing with individual 
state-side problems. 

Section 30 has changed state budgeting 
significantly and promises to be an even 
greater burden in the future. Ironically, 
this part of the Headlee amendment has 
promoted government waste and ineffi- 
ciency, hamstrung state government in 
its efforts to deal efficiently with specific 
problems and needs, and created a 
bureaucratic nightmare.

We held four publicized meet- 
ings calling for volunteers, and 
there wasn't any interest — in 
others words, no one came. 


Clubs said for the most part 
that it was too late to schedule for 
the event.

Employees of the township 
are no longer required to donate 
time unless they wish , and we did 
not have funds to hire workers. 
The Park itself needed immedi- 
ate corrections for safety pre- 
cautions, and some major im- 
provements to function safely. 

We also were made aware that 
Family Day had lost in excess of 
$3,000 last year — common sense 
told us to set priorities. 

The decision to hold several 
smaller events such as a Far- 
mers Market, music in the park, 
art in the park and some special- 
ized children’s programs will 
provide an ongoing variety of 
events that should appeal to all 
ages. 

To charge for park passes was 
a necessity, because in the past 
the park had operated out of a 
$200,000 fund that was depleted in 
1982. 

We simply needed the support 
to open the park. 

Traditionally, Family Day has 
been to have a good time, and the 
proceeds were minimal — long- 


range planning with a base of 
support has to be in place to pre- 
serve our Park. 

Our hard-working crew at the 
park is going that extra mile 
(just as most of our regular 
township employees) and are 
dressing up the park with TLC 
and flowers (donated by Garden 
Fantasy). 

Each one of our citizens in Van 
Buren is part owner of the park, 
and I hope before summer is over 
you will all check us out — I think 
you’ll like it. 

The dusty roads and the impas- 
se with the Wayne County Road 
Commission is at an end. I intro- 
duced a motion that was carried 
unanimously by our Board to 
share in the cost of chloriding our 
roads this year. The Supervisor 
negotiated an agreement and we 
will receive an application of 
dust pallative shortly. Super- 
visor George Craven’s agree- 
ment includes both county and 
private roads.

The ‘Fourt’ July’ 


Funny how one thought can 
lead to another and another and, 
though they’re not even related, 
pretty soon you’re back to the 
__ original thought again. 

For instance, I was thinking 
about this coming Monday. Ab- 
— out how it’s called Independence 
Day on the calendars and in the 
history books, but no one ever 
really says “Independence Day” 
out loud. 

It’s always the “Fourth of 
July.” (Even when we don’t cele- 
brate it on exactly the 
“Fourth.”) 

The “Fourth of July” ... Unless 
you happened to be an old Finlan- 
der from the Copper Country 
named Matti — in which case, 
you would say “Fourt July.” All 
one word. 

The reason Matti would say 
“Fourt’July” is because the Fin- 
nish language doesn’t recognize 
words like, “of,” “to,” and 
“the.” 

Thus, if you go to the Copper 
Country (the tip of the rabbit's 
ear in the U P.) . you are likely to 
hear what sounds like toddler 
talk: “Let's go store,’’ or “I’m 
going sauna.” 

People in the Copper Country 


speak their own unique kind of 
patois or “pidgin.” Sometimes 
they combine Finnish and En- 
glish into a sort of “Finnglish,” 
as they call it. 

I was bom in the Copper Coun- 
try and, though we had to live in 
or near Detroit (where the jobs 
were), I spent every summer of 
my growing-up years “Up 
North.” 

And every summer I picked up 
the “pidgin” and spoke it like a 
native — then dropped it like a 
hot potato just past Bay City on 
the way home. But up there, if 
you didn’t speak their “brogue,” 
you could be mistaken for a tour- 
ist — perish the thought. 

It’s a funny thing up there. 
Their very existence depends on 
the tourist, yet the locals would 
just as soon close the borders at 
Baraga and not let anyone in who 
didn’t have positive proof of 
kinship. 

The suspicion comes, I think, 
from their feelings for their land 
The Copper Country still has 
some of the most spectacular 
natural scenery in Michigan, and 
the people work hard to protect 
it Mainly, by leaving it alone 

That’s the way it is on Maui. 


too. 

Some years ago, we moved to 
Maui without knowing anything 
about it — other than it was one of 
the Hawaiian Islands. We won- 
dered : Did the natives speak En- 
glish? (Answer: now and then 
mostly by accident.) Did they 
live in grass huts? (Only during 
the day, so as not to disappoint 
the tourists.) Would we have to 
eat poi? (The one and only 
advantage to being a “haole” 
was not having to eat poi.) 
Haole: white person (though not 
necessarily white skinned), 
mainlander, tourist — usually 
preceded by the word “dumb.” 

The dumb haole. for instance, 
didn’t know that those little 
gecko lizards squealing at you 
from the ceiling weren’t there to 
scare you. but to keep the bug 
population down Every savvy 
household had one 

And the dumb haole soon 
learned that when someone 
offered you tuna . all 10 pounds of 
it came from the ocean and not 
from a can. and it stared at you 

But this dumb haole never felt 
more at home It took a while to 
realize that the island way of life 
(slow and easy) and the pidgin

The recallers keep crying cut 
the fat ” 

If there is still fat. I doubt that 
it would be cut even if our taxes 
were lowered What would be cut 
is state aid to cities, school dis- 
tricts. and universities. Road im- 
provement plans, which help de- 
crease unemployment, would be 
cut Those on welfare, and unem- 
ployment would receive too little 
to live on. 

If state aid to our school dis- 
trict were cut, either your prop- 
erty taxes would increase again, 
or more schools would be closed, 
programs cut, etc. 

If state aid to the universities 
were cut, we’d have to go out of 
state and pay much more to get 
higher education. 

If welfare and unemployment 
were cut, those trying to survive 
on these systems would become 
more desperate, which would in- 
crease the crime rate even more. 

Right now it costs over $1 .5 bil- 
lion (per year) to support just 
those on unemployment. The 
$675 million income tax increase 
funds only 45% of this high cost 
which supports 16% of the adults 
living in Michigan. This doesn't 
include those supported by wel- 
fare. or ADC (Aid to Dependent 
Children). 

In addition to the tremendous 
increase in the unemployed, Re- 
publicans and conservatives in 
Washington have cut aid to 
Michigan from the federal gov- 
ernment. Reagan has imposed a 
tax cut. He passes along the de- 
crease in revenue to the states; 
who must find a way to take up 
the slack. 

I think you’ll find that the 
amount you get back from the 
federal tax cut will just about 
pay for the state tax increase. 

The recallers speak as though 
we’re the only state raising 
taxes. Ohio, in the past two 
years, has nearly doubled its in- 
come tax rate. Since late 1982, 10 
states have raised income taxes, 
13 states increased their sales 
tax, 12 boosted gas taxes, and 
four increased cigarette taxes. 

There is one major fault I see 
with Michigan’s income tax poli- 
cy. Everyone pays the same per- 
centage of state income tax. Un- 
like the federal government, it 
makes no difference in Michigan 
whether one earns $10,000 or 
$100,000 one still pays 6.35%. I 
think we need to lower the per- 
centage for those earning less, 
and raise the percentage for 
those earning $50,000 and up. 

And in all, I believe Governor 
Blanchard is doing an excellent 
job. 

Please, think logically and ob- 
jectively before you sign a peti- 
tion to recall Governor Blan- 
chard, the man who has restored 
the faith of business in Michigan.

Ayers: ‘ professional eccentric ’ 


KEVIN AYERS 
"The Kevin Ayers Collection" 
(Charly Import) 

Kevin Ayers is definitely an ac- 
quired taste, much like an old, 
rare wine. His records have been 
released in the U S. very sporadi- 
cally. the best known (and my 
personal favorite) being the en- 
tire second side of the ’ June 1. 
1974" LP featuring, in addition to 
Ayers ; Eno, John Cale, and Nico. 

He is a self-professed “profes- 
sional eccentric" whose theory 
for making it through life is 
"when things get too weird, 
throw in a banana." The deep- 
voiced crooner first burst onto 
the music scene in 1967 as a 
founding member of Soft 
Machine, where he stayed for 
two albums and like years. 

His first two solo LP’s, ‘ Joy of 
a Toy’’ and "Shooting at the 
Moon" included sidemen like 


Mike Oldfield. David Bedford, 
and Lol Coxhill. and had a touch 
of jazz in the music, as can be 
heard from the cuts from those 
albums. "The Lady Rachel" and 
"May I." 

“May 1“ and its French 
brethren, "Puis-Je?," is one of 
the world's greatest ever love 
songs because of its simplistic 
honesty. "May I" he sings, "sit 
and stare at you for awhile?" 
Worthy of Lou Reed , whose lyric- 
al honesty matches Ayers’. 

Each of Ayers' ten solo LP’s 
are spoken for on this collection, 
with the exception of the live 
"June 1, 1974’’ album. Early 
tunes like the rollicking Sweet 
Jane-ish "Stranger In The Blue 
Suede Shoes" and "Shouting in a 
Bucket Blues" highlight the re- 
cord, although more recent 
material like "Strange Song" 
and "Money. Money, Money" 
from 1980 ’s "That’s What You 


Get Babe" LP also holds up well. 

All in all, you get nearly an 
hour s worth of Kevin Ayers, one 
of the most notable singers of the 
70 s. who remained far too 
obscure in America, but that’s 
our loss. Do yourself a favor: 
check out Kevin Ayers, the 
world-have-been Sinatra of our 
generation. 

PLANET P 
(Geffin) 

This serves as a reminder that 
even though the record charts 
have improved 500 percent the 
past couple of year, there’s still a 
lot of mindless drivel sneaking 
up the charts. File this one with 
Berlin: in the garage. 

JACKIE WILSON 
"The Jackie Wilson Story" 
(Epic) 

Jackie Wilson had one of the 
greatest voices in the history of 
popular music, yet the only song 


most people remember him for is 
"Higher and Higher." This stun- 
ning compilation of R&B-based 
pop should help put the late sin- 
ger at the forefront of every rock 
record collection, where it de- 
serves to be. 

W ALTER EGAN 
"Wild Exhibitions" 
(Backstreet) 

Egan has been around for 
years, making good, solid pop re- 
cords based in the early Califor- 
nia surf sound with a little help 
from his friends like Lindsey 
Buckingham and David Lindley, 
but has never come close to de- 
nting the market. 

Until now, that is. "Fool Moon 
Fire" is a bonafide hit single, 
which means that more people 
will listen to the rest of this re- 
cord than otherwise would, and 
they’ll be dancin’ to it all sum- 
mer long.

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A uto Club urges Council to halt traffic death predictions 


The Automobile Club of Michigan 
has urged the National Safety Coun- 
cil (NSC) to halt its pre-July 4 holi- 
day traffic death predictions be- 
cause they are inaccurate and dam- 
age the travel industry by making 
motorists needlessly fear holiday 
trips. 

The Auto Club also urged Michi- 
gan’s media not to broadcast pre- 
holiday death predictions. 

' The Council’s predictions incor- 
rectly imply that it is more danger- 
ous on a holiday weekend to take an 
overnight trip than it is to stay home 
and use the car in familiar areas,’’ 
stated Auto Club president Jack 


Avignone in a letter to NSC acting 
president Charles Gilchrest. 

The Auto Club also noted the 
NSC’s figures are guesses which 
lack scientific backing. 

An Auto Club analysis of holiday 
traffic accidents over the past five 
summers shows that 77 percent of 
the fatalities occurred within 25 
miles of home to persons not on 
vacation. 

••The Safety Council’s holiday 
statistics actually discourage over- 
night or weekend holiday trips and 
urge persons to stay near home 
where travel is the most danger- 
ous,” he said. 


Another false implication of NSC 
predictions, according to the Auto 
Club, is that it is more dangerous to 
drive during holiday weekends than 
non-holiday weekends 

“Eleven persons died on Michi- 
gan highways during the most re- 
cent 78-hour Memorial weekend,’’ 
Avignone said. “During the foll- 
woing 54-hour weekend the traffic 
death toll was 12. 

“Nine persons died on Michigan 
highways during the 78-hour Memo- 
rial weekend in 1982, 23 died the 
weekend before and 24 the weekend 
after,” Avignone said. Both non- 


holiday weekends were 54-hour 
periods. 

Rather than scaring motorists 
into driving safely. Avignone urged 
the NSC to use the Auto Club s posi- 
tive safety approach which urges 
all to wear safety belts every mile 
they drive and refrain from drink- 
ing before getting behind the wheel . 

During the upcoming Fourth of 
July weekend, Auto Club s “Bring 
'Em Back Alive ! ’ ’ holiday bulletins 
will be broadcast hourly by more 
than 160 Michigan radio stations. 
The Michigan Department of 
Transportation predicts motorists 
will drive 750 million miles, up 3 


percent compared to the 1982 July 
Fourth weekend volume 

The Auto Club's analysis of 15 
summer holidays shows that in 
addition to driving near home . alco- 
hol and two-lane roads are major 
factors in trafic deaths. Fifty-one 
percent of the 280 at-fault drivers 
were known to be impaired by alco- 
hol and 17 percent were suspected 
of drinking Eighty-three percent of 
the accidents occurred on two-lane 
roads. 

A special appeal is being made by 
the Auto Club for motorists to be 
extra alert for motorcyclists this 
July 4 holiday. Six of the 11 traffic

accident victims over the most re- 
cent Memorial weekend were 
motorcyclists. Four cyclists died in 
head-on collisions with cars at dusk 
The other two cyclists struck a van 
or truck which turned in front of 
them 

The Auto Club reminds motorcy- 
cle operators to wear bright- 
colored clothing, reflective helmets 
and leave room for maneuvering 
out of the way of other drivers and 
ride with lights on at all times. 

Motorists are urged to keep head- 
lights on when driving on two-lane 
roads.

Do you remember F red Allen . the 
former Wayne High coach of the 
1940 s and the 1950 s? 

He sure has an interesting story 
to tell. 

Allen Played center at the U. of 
Michigan back in the thirties and 
although no one knows for sure be- 
cause he didn’t brag about it, some 
oldtimers tell me he was a very 
smart center at U of M. who was 
quite a scorer ; he could shoot hooks 
or anything else he needed to score 
and was equally adept with either 
hand making it very hard for some- 
one to defense against him 

He also was noted for his quick- 
ness on defense and was known as 
one of the shrewdest centers in the 


Big Ten Conference at that time 

During those times Mr. Allen 
stressed defense and his drills on 
this would be long and hard. If his 
teams allowed more than 35 points 
in a game you could be sure that 
Monday’s practice would be de- 
voted entirely to correcting defen- 
sive mistakes. Everyone hated this 
and soon found out it was a lot easier 
on them in practice if they played 
tight defense in the games. 

In 1949 his team won 10 games and 
lost 5 and three of those losses were 
by a total of 6 points. On that team 
he had a junior center named Ced- 
ric Dempsey who shared the start- 
ing slot with John Pega and Bab 
Grannan 

Inasmuch as he knew he had a 
powerhouse coming back the next 


year everyone was wondering ab- 
out the center situation. 

He had Dempsey who was a great 
ball-handler and shooter and he 
also had John Pega who was big and 
strong and wiped the boards clean. 
What was he going to do with two 
centers? Well Mr. Allen foresaw 
college talent in Dempsey and 
switched him to guard his senior 
year. He was about 6 2” tall and 
Allen thought he would be too small 
for a college center so he was 
grooming him ahead of time for his 
college career. 

At the same time he knew Pega 
wasn’t going to college and told him 
he was the starting center for his 
senior year, and told him to “go get 
those rebounds” and we would have 
a winning team. 

In addition to his coaching Mr.

Kareen Sigler is like any other 
child his age in Inkster. The 10- 
year-old Kareen likes to play 
video games, travel and ride 
bikes. 

The latter is what sets him 
apart from the average 10-year- 
old. He rides bikes exceptionally 
well, so well in fact that he is the 
Michigan Bicycle Moto-Cross 
State Champ. 

“I’d like to see him turn pro- 
fessional, but at the moment and 
at his age he is just having loads 
of fun.” said his father, Carl 
Sigler. 

Kareen got his start when his 
dad purchased a Huffy-rand dirt 
bike from a local department 
store. When they opened a 
B.M.X. (Bicycle Moto-Cross) 
race course on Michigan Avenue 
just west of Middlebelt Road in 
Inkster, Kareen wanted to give it 
a try. 

Kareen has never had any in- 
juries. 

Before a race he practices 1-2 
hours a day on rollers, exercises 
and gets plenty of rest. He is at 
the top of his class in a sport 
which rarely sees blacks at his 
age participating. 

“Kareen doesn’t feel any 
pressure because he might be the 
only black competing, in fact 
that makes him work that much 


harder/* commented Carl 
Sigler. 

Approximately 20 percent of 
the pros in B.M.X. today are 
black. 

During his first year of racing 
he averaged 5 local races per 
week. In a span of 13 months he 
rose from beginner status to the 
Michigan State Championship. 
At the present time he has 
earned over 150 trophies and pla- 
ques, including complimentary 
awards from track officials and 
peers for sportsmanship. 

Kareen and the family travel 
extensively. He has raced in 
Flordia, Ohio, Indiana, Tennes- 
see and Kentucky. 

“We really get involved. I put 
the bike on the bike-rack and 
pack the family up and when we 
arrive have a little picnic,” ex- 
plained Sigler. 

There is another aspiring rac- 
er in the family, Kareen’s step- 
brother Wesly Wilson is also on 
the B.M.X. Circuit. 

Kareen is curently licensed 
and sanctioned by the A.B.A. 
(American Bicycle Association) 
and theN.B.L. (National Bicycle 
League). He is currently ranked 
No. 2 in Michigan, District No. 1. 

“During his races Kareen dis- 
plays exuberant sportsmanship 
and earnest regard for fellow rid- 
ers,” remarked his father. 

Kareen’s next race is July 31 in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 


Allen also handled the Latin in high 
school and no one can accuse him of 
“goofing off” in class as his stu- 
dents soon found out his classes 
were all business and no one could 
ever accuse him of diagramming 
basketball plays in his Latin clas- 
ses. His students all loved and re- 
spected him for his good teaching 
and good humor. 

In 1950 with Dempsey and 
Richard Arndt at guards, Denny 
Putnam and Jim Clark at the for- 
wards and Pega at Center Wayne 
High dominated the league. Other 
members of that team were Chuck 
Henwood. Jim Paffel, Bill Basham. 
Milton Glass, Doyle Dodd, Perry 
Paris and Chuck Templeton. 

Dempsey was the leader and 
everyone looked to him for the “big 
basket” when they needed it and he 
fed off pinpoint passes ala Oscar 
Robertson when he was closely 
guarded and never did he take a 
“bad” shot. 

That team was one of Wayne’s 
best and as far Mr. Dempsey? Well 
he went on to star at Albion College 
as a guard (what else)? and as a 
result of Mr. Allen’s foresight he 
soon was on the coaching staff at 
Albion and then I believe (not sure) 
he was athletic director. At this 
writing one of his former team 
mates tells me he is now the athletic 
director at the Univ. of Arizona. 

As for Fred Allen the last I heard 
he has retired and is living in Dear- 
born but am not sure about that. 
Someone else says he’s retired in 
Arizona but cannot verify that. If 
so, he must be down there to help his 
former pupil Dempsey with his 
sage advice in running the U. of Ari- 
zona athletic department. 

Some of Mr. Allen’s players were 
telling me the other day about how 
he chewed out his team. The more 
notable quotes went like this : “That 
was the most disgusting and ridicu- 
lous pass I ever saw.” Another: “If 
you boys continue on in practice like 
this, I can stay in the locker room on 
game night cause you boys couldn’t 
possibly win playing like this.*’ 

The one I like the best though was 
told to me by Jim Clark. It goes like 
this: “Give me five new players on 
the court because the way you star- 
ters are loafing in this practice, 
there’s no possible way you can 
start the next game.” 

Clark said he would send his 
starting five to the showers and fin- 
ish the team practice with subs and 
the next day at practice with elbows 
and bodies flying all over the floor. 
So we all thank you coach Allen for 
your “suttle” way of handling us 
and for those precious years you 
gave to us on the basketball court at 
Wayne High.

Any building sewer contributing more than 2.000 gallons of 
domestic sewerage per day or a sewer service contributing 
effluent analysis to be classed as industrial w aste shall be subject 
to the minimum rates listed above, but may also be subject to 
additional fees in accordance with national industrial surveill- 
ance cost recovery policies. Special rates will be established by 
the Board on request. 

NON-RESIDENTIAL USER SURCHARGE 
A Non-Residential User Surcharge (NRU Surcharge) shall be applied to all 
non-residential customers. For the purposes of the surcharge, a residential
